Bowen, Blizabeth : Knopf 
THE HEAT OF THR DAY $3.00 


In the face of its selection by the Literary Guild, of the regretted rarity and 
unusual literary quality of Elizabeth Bowen's novels, this is nonetheless a disappoint- 
ment. For if prevailing still are the subtleties of response and reaction, the awareness 
of the shaded- the shadowed in human interchange, which distinguishes all she has written, 
this- as a novel- lacks a precision of purpose, remains tenuous in its intention and ac- 
complishment. England, during the war, frames the story of Stella Rodney and Robert Kel- 
way, Stella a divorcee in her early forties of considerable attractiveness and ease, 
Robert, one of the wounded of Dunkirk. To this love affair of two years' standing and 
intense felicity comes the first break when Stella- through another man- learns that 
Robert is a traitor to England. Unwilling to accept this, she faces the many fears and 
doubts which precede her acknowledgment to Robert of his defection, to his final admis- 
sion to Stella of his betrayal and the confused ideological motivation behind it, and to 
his death... Elizabeth Bowen has a highly appreciative audience- to which the book club 
selection will add impetus- though this- for that audience- cannot compare with The Death 
of the Heart or The House in Paris. 
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Marquand, John P. ee Little, Brown 
POINT OF NO RETURN $3.50 


* I like this better than anything Marquand has done for some time, yes, better 
than So Little Time in many ways. In mood and tempo it is closest to #.M. Pulham, Esq. = 
again one of those books that might be characterized as a slow motion picture of your 
neighbor's life. Actually, one has a feeling of nothing much happening, and yet - both 
in the present day frame in which the story is set, and the flashback to life in a caste- 
ridden North Shore Boston suburb, complete to minute details - one feels intimately a 
part of the round of events. The Grays are just such people as we all know. They lived 
on a side street- a good side street; they were well-connected; they “knew everyone”; but 
they didn't quite belong to the top drawer, socially. Then Charlie falls in love with a 
Brahmin's only gaughter. It works out, for a time, lamely, painfully- then the engage- 
ment is broken when Charlie's father dies (suspectedly by his own hand) at the time of 
the stock market crash, when the dream he had lived for evaporates.... The story is 
bracketed by a few tense hours, today. Charlie is uncertain- haggardly so- over his fate 
at the bank on Fifth Avenue; his wife, in a Connecticut suburb, is pushing him to take 
action- he hesitates, before the mores of the Bank. And, during this period, he is sent 
to his boyhood home in Massachusetts on an investigation - and the reader is given a 
panoramic picture of those days of his past, and then- with him- learns the end of that 
story....Pleasant reading, nostalgic at times; not perhaps as challenging to one's ideas 
as So Little Time - but “good theatre”.

Graham Greene has a collection of NINETEEN STORIES (Viking) which may carry beyond the 
usual short story market; Frederic Wakeman's THE WASTREL (Rinehart) is certainly not 
for the wide audience of The Hucksters but is a better book than The Saxon Charm; and 
Howard Spring makes a comeback with THERE IS.NO ARMOUR (Harber). 


PROBLEMATICAL BOOKS

Paterson, Anne Doubleday 
QUEEN STREET STORY $2.75 


Philadelphia's shipyard section in the 1880's, and the suspicion and supersti- 
tion to be overcome by the still limited science of medicine, as a background for the 
career of young Dr. Robert Warwick. In the stubborn, bitter resistance of Joe Gooney, 
and his wife, two of his poorer patients, Warwick gets much to test his skill and his 
patience, first as he saves Joe's gangrened leg, later as he treats his hare-lipped boy. 
In his personal life he is also harshly tried when he is forced into marriage to Paula 
Garratt and the marriage, based only on physical attraction, leads to constant quarreling 
until Paula runs away,dies bearing the child of another man. Thus finally he is freed to 
go on from Queen Street with Kate, the servant woman whose understanding and gentle gift 
of healing wins his love... There's romance here, and greater realism than in many of the 
novels of this tradition- which is still intrinsically and intentionally a popular one.

Duhamel, Georges Holt 
SUZANNE AND JOSEPH $3.50 


The 9th and 10th parts of the roman-fleuve - The Pasquier Chronicles, this con- 
tinues with matured wisdom and a balance of intellect and emotion the tradition establish- 
ed by the earlier novels. Reflecting national as well as personal history, the first nov- 
el concentrates on Suzanne, a self-centered actress,- the second on Joseph, a self-centered 
business man. The contrast between them is however sharply marked- Suzanne loving the 
theatre with an ardent single-mindedness, loving to be loved for her art as much as for 
her beauty; Joseph seeking only to make money, admitting no value not convertible into 
either cash or glory. The plot, in itself rather negligible, concerns Suzanne's bucolic, 
idyllic two months’ stay with a talented family in the valley of the Oise- Joseph's bus- 
iness and political transactions... The conclusion of the Pasquier saga; the audience will 
be chiefly that of the earlier volumes in the series.

Newhouse, Edward William Sloane 
THE HOLLOW OF THE WAVE $3.50 


By a short story writer of considerable experience (and largely New Yorker maga- 
zine appearance- later collected in book form) this is a first novel and one that is at 
all times civilized in its awareness, sharp in its dialogue, and possibly personal in its 
derivation. New York- and the publishing house of Larry Holland (largely given over to 
the left bank) backgrounds the experiences of Neil Miller, another young man of good will 
end lost bearings. Here are Neil and Larry, as they buck up egainst the party lines of 
Walter lanning and Jack Kinkaid who are more interested in propaganda than merchandise; 
as Larry has an affair with Lanning's wife, Maxine, whose enfant terrible capers end more 
seriously in her suicide; and as Neil has an affair with Linda, Larry's wife, but does not 
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marry her before he is drafted. With the war, Linda marries another man, and on their 
return Neil and Larry find only in the foreordained pattern of the military a little sur- 
face security... Even in the face of particular publisher enthusiasm, this is still for 
more sophisticated, selective tastes.

Corbett, Elizabeth Doubleday 
EVE AND CHRISTOPHER $2.50 


A sequel to last year's Immortal Helen, this continues- on a sumptuous scale- 
the story of Eve Hastings, now the wife of Howard Cheney, the mother of four boys, and 
still going her own impulsive, unimpeded way. Finding that marriage to Howard- lazy at 
best- is staling, Eve is attracted to Tom Rivers who is a match for her restless vital- 
ity. But Howard, after setting a price for his riddance, conveniently dies, and shortly 
thereafter Eve's stepsister suicides in order to free her husband for Eve. Eve, tempor- 
arily through with all men, is finally assured by her father that the fault is not hers 
and she recalls Rivers... The decorative details here, and the clinches (on the buxom 
side for conservatives) gives this its romantic reader interest- for women only; rentals 
largely. 


Gardiner, Dorothy . Doubleday 
THE GREAT BETRAYAL $3.00 


Another facet of the shame of American relations with the Indians - this details 
the questionable events of the Battle of Sand Creek, during which friendly Indians and 
white settlers were betrayed by soldiery as well as government. Through the lives of 
Banker Lobach, the Hundred Dazers (Gay Rixey in particular) ,Silas Soule and James Cannon 
of the regular Army, are reflected the decisions and actions of government and army as 
the issue of “nits breed lice” in reference to the Indians takes hold. In Col. Chiving- 
ton, who replaces honest Maj. Wynkoop, and in his cowardly compatriots, the rage to 
destroy, the ambition for personal gains, and sheer brutality and treachery bring about 
the vicious destruction of Black Kettle's cooperative tribes, bring in turn disgrace, 
death and murder for those who appeared against them at the investigation. Closely docu- 
mented by history and contemporary reports, this shows a brawling Colorado during the end 
of the Civil War, a new country, wide open for those ready to fight. In the field of 
historical novels, this is not glamorous, but is rather a sober, sad appraisal of the 
times and the people. Well worthwhile.

Kirkbride, Ronaid Doubleday 
SPRING IS NOT GENTLE ; $3.00 


Sequel to Winds Blow Gently in another David Jordan story. David is virtually 
grownup, but the memory of his father's martyrdom, in defense of his belief in giving 
the Negro a chance, even in North Carolina, is still a guiding light in his life. It 
carries him through an experiment in cooperatives which ends in disaster - and at the end, 
losing everything, his wife- to whom the practical application of the Quaker faith proves 
too stern a discipline, his work- as the cooperative he had built to, bring new hope to 
down and outers, and his belief that war can be avoided by right thinking- at the end, 
he still believes that the cooperative spark of life is flickering, fire can be reborn - 
and, if need be, he will go to the penitentiary for his faith rather than bear arms in 
war. As a study of a way of life, and people living it, the book has the same appeal of 
Winds Blow Gently. But for my taste, Ronald Kirkbride seems strangely old fashioned and 
labored in style.

Marks, Percy Doubleday 
BLAIR MARRIMAN $3.00 


Pursuing the indirect- rather than direct- consequences of a heartless- rather 
than ruthless- woman, this tells of Blair Marriman, assured, attractive, self-sufficient 
and self-satisfied. Partly scarred by her mother's hellfire prudery and by the loss of 
the one boy she loved, Blair marries Rex Vinton, gentle, generous, rich. But Rex, defeat- 
ed and eventually destroyed by Blair's coldness, suicides and Blair, with his millions, 
establishes herself successfully in social and intellectual circles, but refuses all closer 
contacts. Only when past forty is she attracted for the first time to a man- and after 
failing in her efforts to make him- does she realize the barren, bitter life she has cre- 
ated... The montage here, which is moneyed, the more than superficial pursuit of character 
genesis, makes this a fairly classy cut of feminine fiction.

Greene, Graham 
NINETEEN STORIES $2.50 

In an acknowledgment by the author that these stories (written at intervals over 
the last two decades) are only by-products of a novelist's career, there is the recogni- 
tion also that they will not rank with his more serious- or longer-works. That being said, 
there are still many in this collection which are instantaneously compelling if not per- 
manently memorable, and almost all reveal Greene's concern with failures and outcasts, with 
lost and wayward lives. Three of the outstanding stories deal with children; / SPy; The 
End of the Party, and The Basement Room- the latter an exploration of a boy's terror in the 
face of adult deception and betrayal- the fear and guilt which will last a lifetime. All 
in their synchronization of suspense and violence hold compassion as well. On the author's 
name, the volume will carry to a wider market than is usual in this medium.

Gaither, Frances 
DOUBLE MUSCADINE $3.00 

A pre-Civil War, Mississippian mystery with all the trimmings: slaves, planta- 
tions, poisoning and conjure, scandal and court scenes as they are engendered by jealousy, 
lust, ambition, cowardice. Syke Berry, a young lawyer, takes on the case of Aimee, an 
attractive mulatto, who is on trial for her attempt to poison her owner, Kirk McLean, and 
his family, with King's Yellow- a yellow dye containing arsenic. Cnly the son dies, and 
as the evidence is almost entirely circumstantial, both lawyers and witnesses turn over 
family histories right and left in their search for further facts. Kirk McLean is dis- 
covered to be lecherous and prone to kill; his new wife, Martha, shows herself to be un- 
stable and reluctant to face situations; his sister-in-law, Miss Hat, reveals a deep-seat- 
ed jealousy of her family position... Complicated in both cause and effect, and with much 
of the action centered in the court room, this still has moments of excitement and revela- 
tion and may draw a double market among mystery readers.

Hawkins, Anne Harper 
TO THE SWIFT $2.75 ~ 


One about the short-lived Pony Express, and the men, horses and ideals that kept 
it going in spite of the handicaps of nature, Indians and politics. Centered in Carson 
City and in the nearby Sierra Nevadas, this is the story of Sierra Dave Wagenet- an out- 
wardly cold but respected man whose main drive is to get the mail through the Sierras, and 
whose main ideal is the principle behind the Pony Express- national unity. There are also 
the other men who make the runs, some good, some bad, but all toughened to frontier, boom 
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town living. And at the close, when the Pony Express is made obsolete by the telegraph, 
these men are persuaded by Dave that their work was necessary before this higher level of 
communication could be possible... Although cliché-ridden, sometimes starry-eyed, this 
has excitement and action.

Spring, Howard Harper 
THERE IS NO ARMOUR $3.50 _- 


* The Howard Spring of My Son, My Son is back again in a novel that has much of 
the warmth, the tenderness, the compassion of that best of his books. It is Ted Pente- 
cost, portrait painter, who tells the story, but only secondarily is it his story,- the 
tracing of the path from Manchester's lowly ways, to the Cornwall of his forebears, the 
realization that painting is his life, but that his emotional life is lived largely in 
the lives of others, particularly in the young people closest to him. It is their story, 
too, the story of his son, of his sister's daughter (perhaps the most vivid character in 
the book), and of the son of the woman he loved. There's the feel of the sea and the 
Cornish coast; there's the mood of lowly city streets as well. The story compasses two 
wars - life and death, heartbreak and ecstasy, a wide range of moral values. There is 
rather surprisingly little feeling of the times,- a bit here and there would place it, but 
the focus is on people:- the father who would suffer no strictures of the family mores, 
but who became a religious fanatic; the mother to whom devotion to one man was life itself; 
the Brimlows, whose penetration into the Pentecosts’ lives cost them dear; Iris Randle, 
darling of the stage; the minor characters, a rich cast, providing good reading.

Wakeman, Frederic Rinehart 
THE WASTREL $2.50 - 
With more of the sincerity and vulnerability of his first book- sSiore Leave 


and less of the smartness of The Hucksters and more recently (more dully-too) The Saxon 
Charm, this uses a by now familiar fictional stratagem, of a man- and his nine year old 
son- overboard, in the hours before they die or are saved. Duncan Bell, a boating bum, 
drinker, wastrel, only redeemed by the relationship he has with Cam, his boy, weakens to 
the stimulus of alcohol, the exhilaration of speed, wrecks his motorboat. In the water, 
for many hours, here are the interludes in which he sustains the courage of his boy- as 
well as his own and in which he recalls the failure of his marriage to Lorna, upon whom 
he has projected his own sense of sin. And in these hours he gets the answer to his con- 
fused, distorted bitterness, hopes for a second chance... The touches here, anatomical and 
clinical, may rule this out for some conservatives- but the tension is considerable, the 


father-son relationship most affecting.

Bryant, Arthur 
THE VALLEY OF ST. IVES $3.00 

The author of last year’s spare to sordid Double Image with a second novel which- 
if more subdued in treatment- is equally unhappy in its outcome, makes no concession to 
the inevitable, the irreconcilable in human relationships. This is the story of Clark 
Fuller, a teacher at St. Ives, a traditional boys' school in the south,- Clark who is by 
nature conscientious, indecisive, vulnerable and unable to secure the few things in life 
he had wanted. Falling in love with Christine Warrington, of moneyed and social position, 
Clark marries her in spite of the disparity of their milieus, the worldly warnings of her 
mother, Christine's emotional evasiveness. Once married, he finds that she is resentful, 
remote, that their lives separate- eventually with finality... The characters here, as 
they create irresolution and impasse, are delicately executed- generate the tension and 
the tragedy of the story. For a limited audience, however.

Denker, Henry Crowell 
I'LL BE RIGHT HOME, MA $2.75 


Quite different from Budd Schulberg's 7he Harder They Fall (Random, 1947) which 
did some hardhitting on the fight racket, this pinpoints the psychological peculiarities 
of a youngster, crippled by family scars. Danny Callahan submits to championship train- 
ing through fear of his mother's weaknesses - for men, for liquor, for money - through 
fearful memories of his father's accidental (or voluntary ?) death. Coached, coddled, 
handled and helped by Pack Cohen (a portrait to remember), Danny goes far in fisticuffs, 
manages a tortured romance, is able to avoid a manslaughter charge when he kills an op- 
ponent - and is eventually freed from his obsessions by an old drunken doctor. He is then 
able to face a future outside the ring. A not too subtle, but an effective, picture of 
the way up the rosin row which encounters some credible - and creditable - characters en 
route. 


Jameson, Storm ; Macmillan 
A MOMENT OF YOUTH $3.00 


The time- the indeterminate future, when the British Isles are forfeit to the 
all encompassing onrush of the victorious Soviet, and a tiny group of air people at a 
remote research outpost are awaiting the return of the last plane to take them off. To 
this post comes- overland- a weary group of refugees, including two high ranking officers, 
a scientist with a real contribution to make to atomic research, and a little family,- 
the father, an egotist who thinks his genius is irreplacable, his wife and child, and a 
junior officer, with aspirations to establish an underground opposition. The original 
group, just enough for the expected plane, are faced with the realization that perhaps 
none of them can leave. And the story, in unemotional, almost muted terms, records the 
growing tensions, irritations and frustrations, as circumstances- and temperaments- de- 
cide the issue.... Holding story, without the oblique approach that has characterized 
her recent writing.

Shaw, Hileen Morrow 
A CRESCENT MOON $3.00 


A first novel of quiet intensity in which the inhabitants of, and newcomers to, 
Banbury are treated to a winter of gossip-worthy events. Mrs. Windsor, separated from 
her husband, ea famous writer, returns to his house with their son, Tony: young Mary Wile, 
believing herself alien, identifies herself with the newcomers, tries hard to become their 
friend, to ignore her father's new invention of a popcorn machine. Reality makes insecure 
her tenuous hopes, drives her dream of leaving Banbury further away. Through the Windsors, 
and the return of old man Forge's unsuccessful son, Mary's hand-me-down clothes, Tony's 
new interests in a near-by school, the calm face of the town is smashed when the librarian 
goes mad, when Tony is drowned. Friendships based on despair, adolescence and its inartic- 
ulate yearnings, small town characters in unretouched poses - these add up to a first 
novel of more than usual interest.

Poole, Ernest Crowell 
THE NANCY FLYER $3.00 


I liked this. It has very much the appeal of the Edwin Valentine Mitchell books- 
or perhaps, since it is a novel, of Edmonds! ome Haul. Where that dealt with the days of 
the Erie Canal, this is a stagecoach epic. The flavor is all here- the sense of adventure, 
the spice of life of the road, the opening up of other places, other ways. The period is 
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the mid 19th century, and at the end of the story, the stagecoach is doomed in the ad- 
vance of the railroads, even to rural New Hampshire. The boy who tells the story strug- 
gles with divided loyalties. He adores his lovely, winsome mother, who runs the Bull 
Moose Tavern, and who is wooed and won by Bob Gale, king of the stagecoachers. Sam is 
being brought up to run the Inn, but Gale shows him the thrill, the glamor of the high- 
ways, and trips to the coast inject yet another love, the way of the sailing ships. Sam's 
mother loves her man- but fears the Nancy Flyer even more than the women who flirt shame- 
less with her driver. Not a story of incident, but one that gives a new facet of American 
life a century ago. Delightfully written.

Authentic in its derivation, sympathetic in its interpretation, this is a story 
of the Navajo Indian of today as in a “May Kismus"” berbecue given for the Indians by the 
white trader, Luke Stockwell, softer and harsher contrasts in character are outlined, 
There is Janice Talbot, from the east, soap opera script writer; Don McNaughton, ex-Navy 
dentist and drinking his way; Ruby May, the trader's wife and a Gallup tart; Robert (Two 
Crows) Crow, who in spite of education and GI experience finds that an Indian is always 
stigmatized and is embittered; Dr. Walterhouse, who has spent a lifetime in doctoring the 
Indians- and Betty, his adoptive Indian daughter; etc., etc. And at the close of the 
Kismus party it is Betty who is able to save Robert and bring him back on the side of the 
law and his people.... A nice quality to this- if the market is difficult to define. 
Perhaps for the omnipresent Indian book market. 


Croft-Cooke, Rupert Holt 
ANOTHER SUN, ANOTHER HOME 3/4 $3.00 


There should be a wider interest in this than in the previous (‘‘ss dllick (1947) 
for its concern with the clash of the new and the old order in England embodies all reports 
of postwar life in that country. Col. Wilkes has spent a quarter of a century in India, 
dreaming of his son, Roger, who is being brought up by relatives at home, has seen him 
come through World War II safely, and at last is on his way. Roger is of the newest new - 
bright, charming, virile, friendly - but heartless and callous and out for himself alone. 
It is the contrast of the two - the father who had thought he was a radical but who real- 
izes he is now an anachronism, the son a hardened racketeer to whom jail is not even a 
disgrace - as each meets the current regimented world and as neither can talk the other's 
language that makes both the drama and the discussion of the book. Seen through the 
eyes of others, Wilkes and his son are revealed in all their opposition, with the England 
of today's queués and restrictions the background. For those who want a full report on 
present day conditions in England- this fills the bill, in human terms.

Like the others, it is a 
uvving and marvelously well-written story of the last phases of the fight for freedom, 
and like that episode in history, it ends in irony and disillusion. Beginning with the 
terrible period of the Black and Tans in Ireland, going on to the actual creation of the 
Irish Free State,- telling with mordant disgust and horror of the Irish Civil War, which 
followed the first taste of freedom from Britain's rule in a thousand years,- he ends in 
the last half on purely personal and literary notes. O'Casey moved to the once hated 
England, where he feels that nothing worse than what has already happened can happen a- 
gain. He lives now in London, married, and an honored playwright, he is almost blind 
from the disease, poverty and battle of his Dublin youth. But one feels that his revolu- 
tionary spirit carries on.

An Approach to World Order 


This book might be defined as a blueprint for putting the theory behind Du 
Nouy's Human Destiny into operation. Where Du Nouy keeps his argument for a return to 
moral principles on a philosophic basis, McGuire shows- in survey of world history- where 
moral responsibility was abandoned in favor of statism, nationalism, self interest- and 
charts the road out. He explores the American Idea as a “community of conscious purpose 
moving towards ends foreseen", and shows how this goal has been lost, moral discipline 
abandoned, and a vacuum created into which constraint by force could readily move. 
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Where the first part of the book develops the essential theme of the decline of liberty 
and order, and the necessity of reestablishing a moral law, the balance of the text illu- 
strates the march of totalitariansim, destroying even those goods of the old author- 
itarianism, substituting economic autarchy, turning away from world community. As indi- 
cated by his earlier Fxperiment in World Order, McGuire believes the reversal of the pro- 
cess can be achieved through expansion of the commonwealth idea, a federal pattern of a 
Commonwealth of Commonwealths, with local autonomy preserving variety in unity, but sacri- 
fice of sovereignty at the level of common interests. He explores in this second half, 
historically and contemporaneously, Britain, France (key to Europe), Russia, the United 
States. He shows the mounting strength of the new Christian groups, the youth groups, 
the failure of liberalism. In conclusion he again stresses the necessity for survival of 
reversing the trends towards decline of liberty and order ~ and reforming on a firm moral 
foundation. Persuasive, inspiring, challenging reading, which needs individual enthus- 
iasm, plus the promised publisher backing, to reach the market it deserves.

By a New York 
Times correspondent who sustained a close relationship with Cleménceau from 1913 until 
his death in 1939, the biography here is based largely on the life story as it was told 
to him by Clemenceau. At all times he is seen as the tempestuous, autocratic, fiercely- 
feverishly patriotic figure exclusively concerned with the welfare of his country. From 
his. boyhood, to the first trip to America as a reporter for le Temps at the close of the 
Civil War; the marriage to an American girl which ended shortly in separation; the long 
parliamentary career and the first term as premier; the return.to power when France reach- 
ed the low ebb of 1917; the last years of gradual retirement; and other aspects of the 
man- as a family man, business man, etc...
